Continuation of 2. NOTE: The new limitations of " contacting" and "in contact with said end walls" raise a new issue and that it would 
require further consideration in as far as it would necessitate a rejection that was not set forth in the Final Rejection mailed 8/1 1/2004. 
Furthermore, the new proposed claims 1,2 and 11 are not allowable since these claims do not patentably define over the prior art of 
Jamison. The examiner has clearly indicated in figue A in the Final Rejection that the bifurcation is not the slot 84 but a part of flange 52, 
which is reasonably considered to be an end wall since it is located at the end of the tube. For more evidences of the tank extending past 
the bifucation, the applicant is advised to see figure 3 in Jamison that the bifurcation section starts from the longitudinal tip end of the 
tube and ends at entrance of root area (60), while the tank (26) extend well within the root area (60). 
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
